ALASKAN VOLCANO 


Bogostof Sinks and Arises In 
Anoiher Place 


Bogostof, the famous freak volcanic 
fsland of Behring sea, is again per- 
forming contortions, and every volcano 
of the vast mountain range of western 
Alaska and the Aleutian islands is 
emptying smoke, steam or vapor, ac- 
cording to Captain C. O. Crisp of the 
revenue cutter Unalga, which re- 
turned to Seattle trom her first cruise 
to Behring sea. Captain Crisp sajd 
that Bogostof island, which has in- 
teersted scientists since its first ap- 
pearance in 1996, had undergone an- 
other change since it was visited last 
year. 

Natives told him that the island 
entirely disappeared for a time and 
when it reappeared above the sur- 
face its shape was differeit and it was 
several hundred yards from _ its 
former position. 

“Mt. Katmai, which was in violent 
eruption in 1912, is sending out 
smoke, but there has been no dis- 
charge of volcanic ash this year, so 
far as I could learn,” said Captain 
Crisp.

Rockingham Fair Next Week 


_The second annual Rockingham 
Fair will take place next week, Aug- 
ust 19-23 at Rockingham Park, Salem, 
N. H. This fair, which was instituted 
last year had a remarkable success, 
and this year will undoubtedly out- 
strip the last by no small margin. 

Among the features announced by 
the management are the following: 
_A $20,000 cattle and agricultural ex- 
hibit, including everything of interest 
to the stock raiser and the farmer. To 
forward practical New England agri- 
culture is the policy of the fair. Noth- 
ing will do more for better farming 
than liberal awards of prizes for the 
best specimens of stock and agricul- 
tural products of all kinds adapted to 
a locality. For this reason the liberal 
appropriation for prizes is allotted to 
exhibits of stock and farm products 
adapted to New England soils and 
climate and demanded for New 
England consumption. The seven 
breeds of cattle on which prizes 
are given are admittedly the stan- 
dard breeds for this part of the 
country. Ayrshire, Jersey, Guernsey, 
and Holstein for dairy breeds, Short 
Horns, Devons, and Herefords for 
beef-breeds. 

The educational effort of such ex- 
hibitions is particularly and peculiarly 
emphasized at Rockingham Fair, The 
plant includes over 437 acres of splen- 
did farm and forest land. The plan 
of the Fair comprehends an elaborate 
scheme of experimental and demon- 
stration work with the leading New 
England crops and forest trees. This 
year a large plot of rocky land cover- 
ed with stumps will be the scene of 
demonstrations of stump © pulling, 
rock and stump blasting, ditching and 
the like, all intended to show modern 
methods of preparing wild land for 
the cultivation of crops. Careful rec- 
ord of costs will be kept and the in- 
formation published for the benefit of 
farmers. The land so handled will 
later be cropped to show different 
methods of planting, cultivation and 
harvesting. Different crops will be 
tried and various methods of handling 
each crop. In this work the machin- 
ery, seed, fertilizer, and other people 
will be asked to co-operate so that 
the demonstration fields will be of 
value in determining the relative 
value of all things which enter into 
crop production. The Fair will con- 
duct extensive experiments in hay 
production, especially in top dressing 
and seeding. Last year 600 head of 
cattle were shown and this year’s en-

He indicated that he | 
shared somewhat the views of Sena- 
tor Williams, who declared in a 
speech last Saturday that an organ- | 
ized lobby existed to involve’ the 
United States in war. There is no 
occasion for alarm, in the opinion 
of the president, who told callers that 
within the last forty-eight hours the

Sooner or later, it was pointed out, 
Mr. Lind will make certain sugges- 
tions to the Huerta government 
through the American embassy, but in 
just what circumstances has not yet 
been fully determined upon. Any- 
thing in the suggestions that may 
properly be made public will be re- 
vealed, according to administration 
officials here, and foreign govern- 
ments will be constantly apprised of 
the various steps taken by the United 
States. This may nov take place, 
however, for several days. 

Ex-Governor John Lind, the per- 
sonal representative of President Wil- 
son in Mexico City, installed himself 
in temporary offices at the United 
States embassy as unofficial adviser 
to the American charge d'affaires, 
Nelson O’Shaughnessy. Lind passed 
several hours in close conference with 
the charge, discussing tne difficulties 
of the Mexican nation. 

The arrival of Lind, which was the 
direct cause of a public manifesta- 
tion, when a thousand students and 
laborers paraded in support of Gen- 
eral Huerta’s attitude toward Ameri- 
can mediation, has of itself been de- 
void of any thrills. When Lind, 
alighted from his train after a tedi- 
ous day’s journey from Vera Cruz, 
there were only a few persons about 
the station who seemed at all curious 
to watch his movements. 

N. A. Jennings and Marvin Ferree, 
American newspaper correspondents, 
were arrested and are held by order 
of the minister of the interior. The 
nature of the charges against them 
{s not made known. Jennings is a 
representative of the Hearst news- 
papers and Ferree is correspondent of 
a Los Angeles newspaper. 

Secretary Daniels announced that 
the cruiser Tacoma had been ordered 
from Newport, R. I., to the east 
coast of Mexico to take aboard Amer- 
ican citizens desiring to leave the 
turbulent southern’ republic. Many 
Americans have found refuge on 
board the battleships of Rear Admiral 
Fletcher’s squadron, but as the bat- 
tleships can go into only a few of the 
iarger harbors, it was decided to dis- 
patch a vessel of light draft to drop 
jnto shallow harbors along the coast.

CHEMICAL PLANT 


One Man Is Killed and Two 
Seriously Injured 


Antonio Bolselli, 49, is dead and 
two fellow workmen, Frank Zezan, 


26, and James Cafarello, 34, lie seri- 
ously injured at the Newton, Mass., 
hospital, as the result of a terrific ex- 
plosion of a quantity of fusee at the 
chemical plant of the Vulcan Manu- 
facturing company, Newtonville. 

The men were at work tamping the 
fusee into a huge papier mache car- 
rier, when from some unknown cause 
the explosion occurred. A tongue of 
red flame leaped into the air, and then 
the fusee exploded with a thunderous 
roar, hurling the men into the air 
and wrecking the small room in which 
they were working. 

Ten other workmen in the building 
after quickly recovering from the 
shock of the explosion, rushed into 
the wrecked room, where they found 
the three men lying on _ the floor, 
mangled and burned. Bolselli’s left 
arm was blown completely off.

Russia and Austria-Hungary, sid- 
ing with Bulgaria, want that nation

humbled, while Germany and France 
want the treaty of Bucharest to stand 
as it is. The kaiser has honored King 
Charles of Roumania and King Con- 
stantine of Greece, and both Germany 
and France have expressed satisfac- 
tion with the treaty, while Russia and 
Austria-Hungary want it revised, and 
may put such a proposal up to the 
powers. Russia is dissatisfied with 
the attitude of France, her ally in the 
triple entente, and Germany is no less 
opposed to the attitude of Austria- 
Hungary, her ally in the triple ali- 
ance. 

The powers also are not agreed as 
to the manner in which Turkey should 
be disciplined. The porte has pos- 
tively refused to give up Adrianople, { 
and the powers are jealous of any one 
power undertaking to coerce the Ot- 
tomans. 


CAPTURE CASTRO’S KIN 


General Torres Castro Taken by

Strong resistance is expected to be 
offered by the tribesmen against the 
arrest of their leaders. The Tungans 
are fairly well armed.

GOVERNOR SULZER 
Lieutenant Governor Martin H. 
Glynn gave out the following state- 
ment regarding the impeachment of 


Governor Sulzer: 

“I do not intend to enter into any 
physical contest with Mr. Sulzer over 
the office of governor. As far as I 
am concerned there will be no circus 
or military manoeuvres about occupy- 
ing the executive chamber. The law 
is supreme.” 

With three votes more than the re- 
quired majority, Governor Sulzer was 
impeached by the assembly for al- 
leged “high crimes and misdemean- 
ors” in connection with the campaign 
fund. 

After an all-night session, spent by 
the majority in filibustering until Tam- 
many absentees could arrive, the vote 
was taken, resulting seventy-nine for 
impeachment to forty-five against. 

The first impeachment of a gover- 
nor of New York state came close on 
the heels of the most sensational fea- 
ture in the Sulzer-Murphy war, when 
Mrs. Sulzer told certain senators she 
was responsible for the Sulzer stock 
market deals and that the governor 
knew nothing about it. She sought to 
shoulder all blame. 

Governor Sulzer took the news ot 


| his impeachment with equanimity and 


calmness and went to bed immedi- 


| ately after he heard the Levy resolu- 


tion had passed. 

His only statement was that he will 
fight the impeachment by applying to 
the supreme court for an order re- 
straining the further proceedings. He 
said he would carry the case to the 
United States court of appeals if nec- 
essary. 

The governor and his wife had re- 
mained up all night at the “peoples 
house,” receiving news of the prog- 
ress of the fight over the telephone. 

That Sulzer will decline to step out 
is regarded as certain, and it is equ- 
ally certain that the Tammany ma- 
jority will declare Glynn acting gov- 
ernor immediately. 

It is believed Sulzer will decline to 
surrender the executive office and | 
seal, and some of the more radical | 
of the Sulzer partisans declared the 
governor would call out the militia 
to aid him.

Experts of the bureau of animal 
industry believe they nave discovered 
a@ new cross breed of horse as 
tough and useful as the mule and yet 
have the intelligence and speed ot | 
the full blood horse. This decision 
has been reached after experiments 
made by breeding “Dan,” the Greavy 
zebra from the national zoological 
garden, to a Morgan mare, at the 
Maryland experimental farm of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

The resultant foal has been highly 
praised by horsemen and the breeders 
are urging that the government im- 
port as many more zebras of the same 
strain as can be procured for the pur- 
pose of establishing the new breed. 


INCLINED TOWARD PEACE 


President Huerta Will Adopt Con- 
ciliatory Attitude

We 
will make further protest against ef- 
forts of Lind to settle affairs in this 
republic if he attempts to do so, but 
such action on our part will not be of 
a bellicose nature.” 


SOUGHT FOR MURDER 


Girl and Two Young Men Suspected 
of Killing Martin 

A girl and two young men, the last 
persons to rent the room in which 
the dead body of William G. Martin, 
a wealthy milliner of Toronto, Can- 
ada, was found, are being sought by 
the New York police. 

Two pairs of corsets and two hats 
from which all identification marks 
had been cut were in the room in 
which Martin wag found murdered, 
with his hands tied behind him and 
rubber gas tubing and a towel stuffed 
into his mouth, giving the appearance 
of suicide. 

Investigation disclosed the fact that 
two young men, one of whom rep- 
resented that the girl was his wife 
and the other that the young man was 
his brother, rented the room on Aug. 
7, and the landlord was going to or- 
der them to leave when he found Mar- 
tin’s body, partly dressed on the bed.

A New Honor 


The following announcement and 
comment associated with the same, 
are of interest to the friends of the 
writer of this column. The hearty. 
kindly, and widespread approval of 
the appointment are deeply appre- 
ciated. 


Mr. Cole’s Appointment 

Governor Foss sent to the exe 
cutive council today the nomina- 
tion of John N. Cole of Andover, 
former Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, to be chairman 
of the commission on Economy 
and Ethciency. 

The place has been vacant ever 
since Norman H. White resigned 
to become the Bull Moose con- 
gressional candidate at the special 
election in the thirteenth congres- 
sional district, held to fill the 
vacancy due to Weeks’ promotion 
to the United States Senate. 

Foss has had Cole under favor- 
able consideration for several 
weeks. His original opinion, that 
Cole was exceptionally well fitted 
for the place, has been confirmed 
by all that he has learned through 
careful and painstaking inquiry. 

Cole’s enemies —and no man 
could be so long active and 
aggressive in State politics as he 
has been without having them— 
will doubtless impute motives to 
their former leader, and charge 
that his appointment is part of a 
“deal,” his weekly paper, the An- 
dover Townsman, having recently 
contained editorials urging the 
Republicans to nominate Foss for 
governor. 

The charge is unjust. Long be- 
fore Cole's name was mentioned 
in connection with the position 
for which he was today named the 
former speaker told the writer 
that he was firmly of the opinion 
that the only way in which the 
Republicans could redeem the 
State this fall was to nominate 
Foss for governor. The place on 
the Efficiency Commission re- 
quires a man to give all his time 
to it, the work is hard, and the 
salary only $5000 a year. For 
these reasons it has not particu- 
larly appealed to Cole; but he 
finally decided to accept. 

Governor Foss has added two 
more to his long list of conspicu- 
ously good appointments by nom- 
inating David A. Ellis to be a 
member of the Boston Transit 
Commission and John N. Cole to 
be chairman of the Commission 
on Economy and Efficiency. Mr. 
Cole is a Republican and succeeds 
to the chairmanship vacated by 
Norman H. White, who resigned 
to run for Congress. Mr. Cole's 
experience as speaker of the 
House should stand him in good 
stead in his new office. His op- 
ponents cannot find many flaws in 
the appointing record of the pre- 
sent governor.

He knows (few men 
better) the workings of state ftin- 
ance, and the duties of the various 
state commissions and executive 
departments. Hle comes to the 
board, then, well equipped in 
every possible way to render the 
State unusual service in his new 
position, That there is room for 
greater efficiency and economy in 
the public service is undoubtedly 
true in Massachusetts, as it is in 
every American state. Mr. Cole 
begins with a knowledge and an 
experience that must be consid- 
ered invaluable.

If this is to be the source 
of salvation, not only may the people 
of the state cry aloud “God save the 
Commonwealth”, but they may further 
pass on the benediction, “Peace be to 
the ashes of the Republican party.” 

It is not surprising that Col. Benton 
objects to this latest result of Senator 
Lodge’s one weak campaign in Massa- 
chusetts to “sound the sentiment” with 
the final decision that if no one else 
would rise to save the silk stockings 
he would sacrifice a member of his 
own family. It is by far the most 
impudent attempt yet made by the 
Lodge machine to hold itself in power, 
and if the Republicans of Massa- 
chusetts fall for such a proposition as 
this, it can lead to but one result, 
which will ald one more to the long 
list of dismal failures chalked up 
against the blundering leaders of the 
Republican party in Massachusetts. 
We have not believed in the present 
emergency, that Col. Benton was the 
wisest choice for Republicans to make, 
but with all of his shortcomings from 
the standpoint of political and govern- 
mental experience, he is a prize pack- 
age in the lottery compared to the 
candidate set forth by Senator Lodge. 

At this writing there is no know- 
ledge as to what action Governor Foss 
will take in connection with the Re- 
publican nomination. It is proble- 
matical also what result would follow 
his entrance into the Republican prim- 
aries. Thousands of people in Massa- 
chusetts believe that he has been an 
exceptionally able governor and would 
like to see him welcomed back into 
the party. Just how strong those in 
control are, and just how successful 
they would be in defeating his ambi- 
tion if he should attempt to do what 
is deepest in his heart as his duty to 
do, is problematical. There is not the 
least question but that he feels that 
any further political office-holding 
would bring with it a sacrifice on his 
part, and no new honors. It is also 
very true that if his leadership could 
restore the Republican party to its old 
time prestige in Massachusetts no 
sacrifice would be too great for him 
to make to bring about that result.

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SUCCESSFUL EXHIBITION 


Children of Summer School Carry Out 
Interesting Program. Articles 
Made During Summer on 
Exhibitiion 


A large gathering of people from all 
sections of the town witnessed the 
exhibition of the Summer 
school which took place yesterday af- 
ternoon on the lawn in front of the 
John Dove school. Bright weather 
favored the occasion, and the after- 
noon proved to be a successful ending 


to a successful season for the school. 

The program which was carried out 
under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. 
Garniss, who have been in charge of 
the school, gave a very fair and pleas- 
ing representation of the activities of 
the children who have been members 
during the present season. The parti- 
cipants ranged in age from twelve and 
fourteen years down to the little tots 
whose work has of necessity been 
simple and limited, but who have en- 
joyed themselves equally as much as 
their older companions. These young- 
er classes carried off not a few of the 
honors of the exhibition, winning 
much applause from the audience in 
their contributions of singing games. 
The numbers given by the other chil- 
dren were also excellent, and the 
marching, singing, dancing, and soc- 
cer, were all much appreciated by the 
onlookers. The music which accom- 
panied the various exercises and 
games was furnished by Miss Eliza- 
beth Bartlett at the piano. 

At the conclusion of the program, 
an invitation was extended to all to 
inspect the articles which had been 
made by the children, and which were 
displayed in the Punchard School 
building. This proved extremely in- 
teresting, only a cursory glance being 
necessary to gain an understanding of 
the painstaking work which has been 
done by both pupils and teachers. A 
more detailed inspection only 
strengthened this impression, and the 
belief that the exhibit was one in 
which all concerned had a right to 
feel pride. 

One of the chief attractions was the 
model bungalow made by Mr. Gar- 
niss’ class, which was completely fitted 
with glass windows, inner partitions, 
doors, a fireplace, rugs, curtains, flow- 
er boxes, a shingled roof, etc., and the 
hole placed in an artistic setting, 
with well arranged paths and ap- 
proach.

OBITUARIES 


CHARLES CUTLER TORREY 


The death of Rev. Charles Cutler 
Torrey, for several years a resident 


, of Andover, and a well beloved mem- 
j ber of the South church, 


occurred at 
his home, 4 Florence street, on Thurs- 
day morning, August 14. Mr. Torrey, 
who had reached the age of 86 years, 
7 months, and 10 days, had been ill 
for several weeks, and the end was 
not unexpected. 

The funeral will be held at the house 
on Saturday afternoon at 3.45 o'clock, 
and interment will be in Charlotte, Vt. 

Mr. Torrey was born in Salem, 
Mass., on January 4, 1827. When 
seven years of age he went to live in 
vurlington, Vermont, where he at- 
tended the graded schools and later 
went to Vermont University, from 
which he was graduated in 1849. He 
then entered the Andover Theological 
Seminary, completing his course here 
in 1854. 

After preaching a year in Stowe, 
Vermont, he was married in 1855 to 
Adelaide L. Damon of Reading, who 
passed away in 1878. Together with 
his wife he then went to Rutland, Vt., 
where he was ordained as a mission- 
ary under the American Board, and 
shortly after left for the field of work 
assigned to him in Indian Territory, 
now Oklahoma. He labored there for 
six years among the Cherokee Indians, 
completing, during that time, the 
translation of the bible into Cherokee, 
a task begun by his predecessor. Mr. 
Torrey’s associate in the work among 
the Indians was Rev. Mr. Willey, for- 
merly of Andover. 

In 1860, when hostilities between the 
North and South began to be felt, Mr. 
Torrey was ordered home by the 
American Board, and in the fall of 
that year he began a series of pastor- 
ates in Vermont which covered a peri- 
od of twenty years. After the death 
of his wife he came to Massachusetts, 
preaching first in Chelmsford, and 
later serving a thirteen years’ pastor- 
ate in Harvard. He came to Andover 
in 1899 and had been here but a short 
time when he received a call to the 
church in Tamworth, N. H. This was 
his last pastorate. Illness and increas- 
ing age led to his withdrawal from 
active work there when he had passed 
his 7oth birthday, and he returned 
again to Andover. Partially recover- 
ing his health, he preached on many 
occasions in many churches in this 
vicinity, delivering his last sermon in 
the local Baptist church in May, 1912. 

When he took up his residence in 
Andover he united with the South 
church, and for several years served 
as deacon. At the time of his death 
he held the position of deacon emeri- 
tus. He was especially devoted to 
bible study and read daily his New 
Testament in the Greek up to within 
a few weeks of his decease. 

He leaves a brother, Deacon Joseph 
A. Torrey of Manchester, two sons, 
Dr. John P. Torrey of this town, and 
Daniel of Providence, also two daugh- 
ters, Misses Sarah and Emily, also of 
Andover. 


The announcement of Mr. Torrey’s 
death must bring a pang of sorrow to 
those who hear it. They have lost no 
common acquaintance. For some 
years the silver cord has been loosen- 
ing, and we knew that it must break 
one day: but it was a silver cord, and 
we loved it for its beauty. 

Some men are like trumpets; they 
summon to a more stirring life. Oth- 
ers are like drums; they set a useful 
marching time. Some men might be 
called rattles; at least, they make a 
noise. But Mr. Torrey always seemed 
like a violin. Outwardly, it was quite 
a small violin; and perhaps the music 
sounded all the sweeter and the more 
touching because the instrument was 
so delicate. 

A winning trait in Mr. Torrey was 
his humility. Younger men found it

“Chaplain Joe” was the name fam 
iliarly and affectionately given ir 
war-time and long after by his friends 
in-the Army of the Potomac to Rev 
Dr. Joseph H. Twichell of Hartford 
The chaplain attended the recent an 
niversary at Gettysburg, going in a 
private car with General Sickles, oc- 
cupying the same tent with his old 
commander, and carefully attending 
to it that all the old veterans had a 
chance to salute him—and did not 
talk too long! On Dr. Twichell’s re- 
turn, the Hartford Courant published 
some interesting war reminscences as 
the result of an “interview” with him.

Hall and Miss Julia E. Twichell, have 
their home here, and that his brother, 
Edward W. Twichell of New Britain, 
Conn., with his wife and niece, Miss 
Gertrude Ware of Atlanta University, 
is spending a month’s vacation here.

We 
were great friends and once, when

I remember the night 
of the battle of Fredericksburg. We

Agricultural School in Danvers 


Announcement has been made that 
the school buildings of the Essex 
County Independent Agricultural Co!- 
lege, in which there has been much 
interest and regarding the location 
of which there has been no little 
comment, will be erected on the site 
of the old Maplewood farm in Dan- 
vers and Middleton. The property 
has been purchased by the school 
trustees for the sum of $42,500. 

Papers closing the deal were pass- 
ed this week and it is expected the 
trustees will come into full possession 
by the first of October. The school 
will be opened on that date and the 
old buildings used for a time. 

The Middleton property is a large 
one, consisting of 112 acres. The lo- 
cation is ‘easily accessible from all 
parts of the county by both steam 
and electris roads and the land is par- 
ticularly well adapted for the purpose 
of agriculture. A portion of the land 
is under lease for two years to the 
Gregory Seed Company, but as much 
of the property thus controlled as is 
wanted may be rented by the school. 

In common with other cities and 
towns throughout the county, An- 
dover voters balloted on the ques- 
tion of the establishment of this 
school at the state election in No- 
vember of last year. Andover’s vote 
was st4 in favor of the school and 
202 opposed.

State will be divided into two sec- 


tions, viz., Eastern and Western. The 
Eastern section comprises the coun- 
ties of Essex, Middlesex, Suffolk, 
Norfolk, Bristol, Plymouth, Barn- 
stable, Dukes and Nantucket; and 
the Western. section the counties 
of Worcester, Franklin, Hampden, 
Hampshire and Berkshire. 

Dairies located in the Eastern sec- 


5 | tion will be visited during the month 
| of September, and those in the West- 


ern section during the month of Oct- 


| ober, by duly authorized experts, and 


samples of hand-drawn, unstrained, 
mixed milk taken and tested for 
cleanliness, the object being to en- 
courage the cleanly habit among 
dairymen, 

The results of the tests in the 
Eastern section will be shown in con- 
nection with the dairy exhibit of the 
Massachusetts Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion to be held at the Brockton Fair, 
September 30 to October 3, inclusive. 
The results of the tests in the West- 
ern section will be shown at the ex- 
hibition of the Massachusetts Dairy- 
men’s Association, to be held in con- 


| nection with the Public Winter meet- 


ing of the State Board of Agriculture 
at Springfield, December 2, 3, and 4. 

The prizes awarded in each section 
are as follows: 

Ist prize, $100; second prize, $95; 
3rd prize, $90; 4th prize $85; 5th prize, 
$80; 6th prize, $75; 7th prize, 70; 8th 
prize, $65; 9th prize, $60; roth prize, 
$55; 11th prize, $50; 12th prize, $45; 
13th prize, $40; 14th prize, $35; 15th 
prize, $30; 16th prize, $25; 17th prize, 
$20; 18th ‘prize, $15; 19th prize, $10; 
20th prize, $5. 

There will also be awarded grand 
sweepstakes prizes for the entire 
State as follows:

embarrassing to be deferred to as they 
were deferred to by this white-haired, 
wistful-eyed old minister; but there 
was no question about its appeal to 
the heart. He was so conscious of 
defects in his own professional life ! 
that he had no criticisms for other 
men, and was considerate for them 
beyond their deserving. Not that he 
was blind to other men’s failings; but | 
he was of that small company who 
are more intent on pulling the beam 
from their own eye than on extracting 
the mote from another's eye. He did 
not applaud himself for anything he 
may have done in the course of lus 
life. He regarded himself as one of 
God's unprotitable servants. He would | 
have been more self-confident if he 
had rated his work higher; but if he 
had done so, the sustained note of his 
humility would not have sounded -o 
sweet and pure | 

Along with his humility, one. re- 
members his capacity for wrath. For 
the man whom he knew he had char- | 
ity; but towards wrong-doing in its 
public aspects and its harmful influ- 
ences on society, he showed fierce 
anger, and he did not want to listen 
to excuses. With all his” personal 
gentleness he was a Puritan. Woe to 
the modern Cavaliers who obstructed 
the causes he deemed sacred. For 
them there was nothing then but “the 
sword of the Lord and of Gideon.” 

Another trait of his and another 
string in the violin of his human na- 
ture was his youthfulness. “Even the 
youths shall faint and be weary: but 
they that wait upon the Lord shall 
renew their strength.” And Mr. Tor- 
rey was young,—in his capacity for 
anger, in his humility, in his eagerness 
to be learning still. During the last 
years of the Seminary in Andover, he 
was a regular attendant upon. its 
special lectures. I doubt if any young 
man of 25 took so many notes there 
as this man of 75. To the end of his 
life he studied his Hebrew Old Testa- 
ment and his Greek New Testament. 
and drew out of them treasures new 
and old. 

It is they that wait upon the Lord 
who renew their strength. No one 
could doubt the reality of Mr. Tor- 
rey’s faith. It was not an easy faith. 
Or. if he had received it easily, he had 
not kept it easily. It was battle- 
scarred. Disappointments had been 
crosses to him, and sorrows had not 
healed. “Through the rain he traced 
the rainbow,” but he saw it steadily. 
Because he did not pretend to hide 
the human pain, his trust in God was 
the more impressive. Once he said in 
a last prayer meeting of the year, 
“More than fifty years in the Chris- 
tian ministry have proved to me the 
truth of the verse, ‘Many are the at- 
flictions of the righteous; but the Lord 
delivereth him out of them all’—and 
the last part more than the first.” On 
another night he was commenting on 
the words of Christ, “He calleth his 
own sheep by name and leadeth them 
out,” and observed that the Greek 
word for lead out means literally to 
push out. “Sometimes,” he added, 
“the Lord has to push us out.” Such 
was his faith in the Love “that will 
not let us go.” 

For several years the Communion 
service in the South church has been 
closed by a prayer by Mr. Torrey. 
In one of these prayers, on a first 
Sunday in January, he said, “We do 
not look forward in fear but in faith; 
for if for some of us this year shall 
be the last on earth, then it will be 
the first in heaven.” 

This year he has not been  disap- 
pointed. Why should he be? The 
maker of a rare violin does not break 
it meaning to ruin it, and this human 
violin which has just been broken 
might have said: “So much am I di- 
vine that God cannot afford to let me 
die.”

Glycerin and Shoes. 

The labor of beot cleaning may be 
greatly decreased by the aid of a little 
glycerin.
